D ETRO IT (A*) — Negotiators for 
the A FL Teamsters 
Union 
and 
trucking firms in 12 Midwestern 
states may decide Monday in a 10- 
city long distance telephone confer­ 
ence who will pay Ohio’s contro­ 
versial new axle tax. 
Both parties agreed yesterday to 
the added effort to stave off 
a 
threatened truck strike that w'ould 
seal off Ohio’s borders to truck 
traffic and paralyze trucking oper­ 
ations in the Midwest. 
The telephone conference hookup 
will be among five company and 
five union negotiators. 
Primary problem is who will pay 
Ohio's new levy—owner-drivers of 
the trucks or the firms that lease 
their services. 
Union officials threaten to end 
an employer-union 
contract 
that 
covers the 12 states if owner-driv­ 
ers are forced to pay the tax. Such 
an action, they said, could tie up 
all trucking except local operations 
in those states. 
In Washington Rep. Ayres (R- 
Ohio) submitted a resolution ask­ 
ing for an investigation of the Ohio 
levy. He charged the tax threatens

Benson, up for a second day of 
critical questioning, told the crowd­ 
ed Senate Agriculture Committee 
hearing it was not planned to give 
the entire SI bflTfon worth away. 
“ h good part of it 
should 
be 
sold,” Benson said, adding that the 
administration hopes to find new 
markets overseas. 
Benson said some may be given 
away, citing food gifts to East Ger­ 
mans and Pakistan last year as 
possible patterns.

“ ONLY A DIME, IO cents, the tenth 
part of a dollar!” circus sideshow barkers 
of days gone by used as a peremptory in­ 
vitation to view the freaks in a tent apart 
from the main top. 
Nobody than could have imagined that 
the lowly dime would become the symbol 
throughout the nation of a gallant fight 
against infantile paralysis, which without 
warning strikes adults and youth alike. 
The March of Dimes is on again to wage 
relentless and concerted combat with this 
disease, 
which usually strikes between 
May and November. There is no assur­ 
ance that any year will not be epidemic 
like dread 1949, but this new year offers 
the greatest hope of prevention through 
the injection, beginning next month, of ap­ 
proximately 1,200,000 children with a new 
vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas E. Salk, 
research professor of bacteriology at t h e 
University of Pittsburgh, whose studies 
are supported by M arch of Dimes grants. 
This is in addition to the use of double the 
amount of gamm a globulin for arresting 
the progress of the disease. 
The National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis finds it necessary to raise $75 
million in this year’s campaign. One-third 
is earmarked for prevention, one-third for 
the foundation’s continued research a n d 
the remaining third will be for local chap­ 
ters to carry on their patient aid program s 
for those stricken this year and the 66,000 
cases carried over from other years. 
The dime as a symbol is so small that 
everybody can give something. M a k e 
those dimes march. 


‘INVISIBLE* SOLDIERS 
IT WOULD HAVE BEEN difficult to 
make a reasonably accurate estimate of 
the number of service men home on fur­ 
lough during the recent holidays by t h e 
number of uniforms seen on the streets. 
The services permit their personnel to doff 
their uniforms while off duty, a regulation 
which is accorded wide compliance. Why? 
Some say it is because service morale, 
long apathetic, has reached a new low. 
A Pentagon committee put to work on 
the problem recently concludes that “ mili­ 
tary service as a career that will attract 
and hold capable and ambitious personnel 
has deteriorated alarmingly.” The report 
is now being studied by Secretary Wilson 
with the promise that corrective action will 
be forthcoming. 
Significantly, the committee blames the 
services for many of the causes of disaf­ 
fection, though general national attitudes 
also come in for criticism. 
The services may have borrowed trouble 
when they condoned removal of the uni­ 
form. There can hardly be respect f o r 
something that is rarely seen.

Big Buttered-Up Lend-Grease Job 


Puzzles Best Brains In Capital 


By HAL BOYLE 
WASHINGTON (/?> — Anybody 
know what to do with 131,000 tons 
of butter? 
Some of the best brains in gov­ 
ernm ent are trying o figure out 
a lend-greast program *o get rid 
of it, but no one has come up 
With the right answer. 
The present administration is 
plagued with the problem of sur­ 
pluses — surplus debts, surplus 
taxes, 
. urplus 
unemployment, 
surplus leftover Democratic of­ 
ficeholders. 
It also has its shortages, of 
course, including a shortage of 
Republican senators. But k a vis­ 
iting taxpayer the most strik­ 
ing shortage is the shortage of 
ideas on how to get rid of that 
131,(HK) tons of 
surplus 
butter. 
Meanwhile, under Uncle Sam's 
farm price support program the 
supply is being added to at the 
rate of 1.000 tons a day. 
The butte** costs the govern­ 
ment about Oo cents a pound but 
sells on the 
world 
m arket for 
only 46 cents. 
The governm ent’s problem is 
blat there seems to be no way to 
get rid of the 
butter 
without 
making somebody mad. 
It might be given away to the 
British, but for the lingering re­ 
sentment they still hold against 
us for the dried eggs we forced 
them to accept after 
the 
last 
war. You can’t safely insult a 
stout ally twice in one genera­ 
tion. 
It might be sold to the Soviet 
government, which is reported to 
be yearning for 100,000 tons, if it 
would make for real friendship. 
But the .statesmen hez*e figure 
they have already learned that 
butter won t melt in a Russian 
mouth. 
It can t be g i v e n away to the 
poor because that would be gal­ 
loping socialism. It can’t be giv­ 
en to the rich because that would 
be special privilege. It can’t be 
plowed under, because any plow 
would skid on all that butter. 
So Congress hem s and haws, 
and the butter piles higher every 
night the cows come home from 
the meadow. 
What can be done with it? Well, 
here are a few adventurous pus- 
sibiiities: 


1. Load it on naval vessels and 
sail it around the world until it 
wears out. 
2. Washington h a s a memorial 
to everybody but the American 
farm er. Why not build a trem en­ 
dous monument to him, carved 
from 131,000 tons of butter? It 
might show* a gigantic cow' tend­ 
erly being milked by a faithful 
son of the soil in patched yellow 
overalls. Surrounded by plastic, 
this butter memorial would en­ 
dure forever, and 
provide 
the 
capital with a tourist attraction 
rivaling the Washington 
Monu­ 
ment. 
3. Offer it to the Soviet govern­ 
ment for nothing if each Russian 
peasant and bureaucrat got a 
free one-pound block of butter 
labeled “ Gift of the U.S.A.” This 
would set more Russians to pon- 
de *ing the virtues of free enter­ 
prise than 131.000 tons of paper 
propaganda. There is no better 
propaganda than the visible fruit 
of prosperity. 
4. Congress’ wants 
to 
get 
a 
raise in pay but is bashful about 
voting itself money. Country doc­ 
tors often take their fees in farm 
products when farmers are short 
of dollars. Well, why 
not give 
congressmen a flat bonus in sur­ 
plus 
butter 
instead 
of 
crass 
cash? 
, “ That is a 
generous, 
heart­ 
warming proposal,” said one leg­ 
islator. “ But if you divide 131,000 
tons equally among 531 senators 
and representatives, each would 
get 600.000 pounds of butter. What 
would I Jo with 500.000 pounds 
of butter?” 
Simple. Since 
politicians 
al­ 
ways butter up their constitu­ 
ents in an election 
year, 
they 
could w rap a couple of pounds 
of butter in their latest speech 
and mail a package to every vot­ 
er in their district. 
That may be spreading on po­ 
litics a bit thick, but I know that 
as a taxpayer myself I wouldn’t 
resent this gesture. 
The main thing is something 
has to be done and done soon. 
They arc running out of storage 
space. Come sum m er if all that 
butter melts, Cong, ess is going to 
have a real emergency—a 
new 
flood control problem.

WASHINGTON (J*—Every presi­ 
dent for 30 years—including Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower—has blessed the 
idea of making the St. Lawrence 
River a seaway for ocean going 
ships to travel between the Atlan­ 
tic and the Great Lakes. 
For a week the Senate has been 
debating a bill to make the United 
States a partner with Canada in 
developing such a seaway. This 
would mean deepening the channel 
and building some locks at a cost 
of 88 million dollars to this coun­ 
try. 175 millions to Canada. 
This issue has bounced around 
in Congress since the end of World 
War I. But whenever it cam e to a 


build oceangoing ships, 
at least
